WILSON APPEALS TO 
JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER 


President Asks Dim to End 
Colorado Strike. 


Washington, 
April 
28. — Tresideut 
Wilson has made a personal appeal to 
John D. Rockefeller to bring about a 
settlement of tbe Colorado coal strike 
and end the violence which has cost a 
score of lives and large property loss. 


To Send Federal Troops. 


Trinidad, Colo.. April 28. — Citizens 
here expressed relief wheu it was 
learned that President Wilson probably 
would order federal troops into the 
strike zone to end the state of war. 
Conditions here had quieted down since 
the arrival of the ftate troops; but the 
feeling between tbe militia and the 
strikers remains at a high pitch. 


The strikers have erected a tent col­ 
ony on the site previously occupied by 
the state militia, about two miles south 
of Trinidad, opposite San finfael hospi­ 
tal, while the military camp now is In 
the identical place of the old Ludlow 
tent colony. A number of men with 
rifles guard the tents. 


No reports of violence In the sirlfce 
zone reached here, nnd Interest cen­ 
tered chiefly in reports from the Kive- 
mont county strikers, who engaged in 
a fight with mine guards. Two hun­ 
dred soldiers, under General Chase, 
went into that district.
